Decline aof  the

W hnling Industry,

The Bvening Standard of New Bedford in n
speeinl fssue gives o review of the whallng
industry of that port, fram which the follow-
Ing interesting exiracts dare taken:

Probably New llmlf.‘i'r:]; .awes her prosperity
more to the whaling ‘industry than to any-
thing else, There are loghooks showing whal-
ing voyages from here as early as 1761, and
in 1766 Russell and Tallman owned four ves-
sels in the pursult, oln 18056 New Bedford
owned sevénty-three ships and thirty-nine
brigs. In thut year sixtegn returned with a
catch valied at over, 200,000,  The war of
1812 put an effectunl dnmper on the booming
industry, however, and for four or five years
a decided decrease ocenrred. In 1811 the catch
was $1,180,494.96; tn 1812, $520,120; In 1813,
$180,167.85, and In 1816 only $71,622.01. From
thirteen arrivals In 1810 the business dropped
to only one arrival in 1814. Directly after
American rights were acknowledged In 1816
things hegan to boom steadily. In 1817 thir-
teen arrived, with a catch of over §1,000,000,
In 1820 thers were twenty-elght arrivals,
In 1830 forty-six, Iin 1840 eighty-two and in
1864 113.

It was between 1850 and 1857 that whaling
was at Its zenith. There were from 310 to
320 wvessels then engaged, with a tonnage of
from 104,000 to 110,000, Thelr eatch ranged
In value from $5,000,000 to £10,000,000, with
an average of about 33,500,000, an Immense
part of which was profit. As  whallng
boomed, =0 dild everylliing elze, In 1851
nlone forty-eight vessels were added to the
fleet, most of them bullt at home or its im-
mediate vielnity. Blacksmiths, caulkers, rig-
gers, eailmakers, ahip carpenters and all
other artisans naturally allied to ship inter-
ests were in great demand and found plenty
of work at high wages, As an example of
the way things In New Bedford boomed
financially, it may bLe Interesting to say that
in 1852, in one contract, the government
bought 75,000 gallons of sperm oll ot $1.1834
per gallon. And that was a [air sample of
the market. There was always a demand
and at good prices, which yielded a big profit,
The nggregate of population jumped up by
the thousands, In 18560 it was 16,000 and in
1860 it was 22,000,

To show the Immenge profits of whaling, a
few cases are cited. 1In 1860 the ship Envoy,
fitted out at a cost of $8,000, brought in a
ciateh valned at $138,000. In 1B52 the Sara-
toga landed $124,000 after a voyage of thirty-
three months, In 1853 the Montreal, in
thirtydtwn months, landed $136,023.19, In
1866 the ships Corinthlgn and George How-
land each brought In caltches of $250,000.
It 12 sald that In four years on lnvestments
of $26,000, each of theee ships netted $125,-
000, & profit of 125 per cent per year, In
1867 the ship Commodors Morris In thirty
mowths ook $192,000, As late as 18586 the
bark Europa brought in s citeh valued at
$248,000. With such profits as these It Is
little wonder that New Bedford became
rich. Her imports from whallng from 1840
to 1860 nggregated $160,410,256.28. Impgine
all this wealth pouring into New Bedford,
into one little town, with an average popula-
tion of 18,000 peaple,

In the year 18567 the New Bedford whallng
Industry was at [ts helght, there heing n
that year in the fleet 829 vessels of all kinds,
with a tonnage of 171,884, and requiring
crews pgregating 10000 men, representing an
Investment of about §03.000,000. The value
of the eatoh of ofl amd bone in that year
was $0,178.728, and thoess ﬂulrva have never

retired and wseless whale ships. Vessel after
vessel was withdrawn as the Industry waned,
LUl the fleel was much depleded. Then came
the civil war, with the havoe caused by the

confederate Alnbamu and Shensndosh. No
less than forty New Redford whalers were
capturad and burned or bonded by these

plratical marauders. Close followlng the end
of the war came, In 1871, a dreadfu) disaster
in the Aretie, o which thirly-four more vos-
sels were lost, Five yedrs later ten more
met a shmilar disastrops fale. The steady
growth of petroleum as n popular Hluminant,
coupled with sneh terrible disasters ps these,
led to a steady and rapid decline of whaling.
